THE VILLAGE OF SANTA ANNA LEVELED TO THE

section. About 8o0’clock a black cloud was 
seen forming, in a few minutes took shape 
and began to move, with a long tall-shape 
touchingthe ground, The noise resembled 
that of a heavy loaded train on a trestle, and 
ina few minutes it began its work.

DICTATOR PALACIO’S‘ARMY DEFEATED 
IN A PITCHED BATTLE. 


Caracas Menaced by the Rebels—The Brit- 
ish Ship Warapite Neering Behring Cea 
—Canadian Import Du Discussed— 
Samoa in Turmoil-General Foreign 
News and Minor Mention. 


Caracas, April ?.—Reports ofthe growing 
strength of the Venezuela imsurgents are ful- 
ly confirmed, The peasantrygand herdsmen 
are willingly enlisted under the standard of 
Crespo, who is himself one of the largest 
stock raisers in Venezuel@. and has a body 
guard composed of herdsmen from his own 
estates. Palacio has abougt two thousand 
regular troops, but many of these scattered 
in garrisons and not over half the number 
are avilable for the field, the remainder of 
the dictator’s troops beingfaw levies, some 
of them with experience im previous revolu- 
tions, The militia soneraay are for Crespo 
or else hold aloof from #he conflict. In 
Caracas all the able led militia have 
been called out by Palaéio, Many ofthe 
regular army officers are with Crespo. 
The revolutionists are pressing forward to- 
ward Oaracas and are evérywhere hailed 
with enthusiasm. The capture of a gunboat 
near Esmeralda, by the revolutionists, has 
given them a great advantage. In the) 
Western States of Venezuela the revolt is 
especially growing in strength and the 
mountaineers of Guzman are thronging into 
the ranks. Palacio has HIS main strength 
along the Caribbean, but t st fighters in 
Venezuela come from the West. It is be- 
lieved that.a sharp battle, to De fought at no 
distant date, will decide the result. As soon 
as.the revolutionary force& are concen- 
trated, they will not hesitate to give decisive 
battle to the enemy. 

The Government troops, Gommanded by 
Gen. Roderiguez, have beef_repulsed near 
Ortiz. The revolutionists pied Ortiz, in 
the State of Guarico, and then began an ad- 
vance on Cura,a city of 10,600 inhabitants, 
sixty miles southwest of CaraGas. 

The success at Ortiz was fellowed by the 
seizure of the national gunboat Neuve de 
Julio, which was stationed at Esmeralda, on 
the Orinoco River. This suetess gives the 
revolutionists the command of the upper end 
of the river, and will be of great advantage 
in future operations. 

Gen. Balista is marching from Zamaras 
with 1,000 soldiers to fight forthe revolution.

SUCCESSFUL BRITISH EXPEDITION AGAINST 
ATIVE TRIBES. © 


RAaNGoon, April 2,—Adviées Rave been re- 
ceived confirming the report ofa victory by 
Lieut. MacNabb over the Ching. The puni- 
tive object of the expedition was fully ac- 
complished, severe fines having been levied 
on the chiefs of the village concerned in last 
year’s attack-.on the.British + Certain 
chiefs of villages who,,in acpgigiance with 
Chin custom, put ed "Of British 
soldiers last year, were also Titted,. Sanads 
will now be issued to various chiefs. Prepar- 
ations for the important expedition against 
the Tashons, the most powerful of all 
the Chin tribes, are now en- 
gaging the attention of Lieut. MacNabb 
and the military officers. The Tashons are 
reported to beable to muster 10,000 fighting 
men. For the last two years the British have 
contented themselves with making a yearly 
visit to the chief villages of the Tashons. It 
has now, however, been decided to construct 
a strong permanent post in the Tashon coun- 
try, and by means of co-operating columns 
from Hakaand Fort White, to visit all the 
chief villages of the Tashons and the Yahous, 
another neighboring and turbulenttribe. It 
is also reported that both tribes are prepar- 
ing toresist. Lieut. Carrey, the political of- 
ficer at Fort White, reports that eighty Bur- 
man slaves have been liberated in the North- 
ern Chin hills since November.

FIRES. 


A Warehouse Destroyed—Flames at Sea— 
Sparks. 

HAMBURG, Germany, April2.—A fire broke 
out at 7:30 o’clock this morning in a ware- 
house at the head of the Kalser quay. The 
flames, fed by the infammablecontents of the 
building, spread with alarming rapidity, and 
at this hour (noon) the damage already 
amounts to several million marks. The fire- 
men were promptly on the spot, but the 
streams they turned on the Durning bullding 
did not check the fire to any appre- 
clable extent. The fire is still 
raging and no doubt is enter- 
tained that the entire structure will be de- 
stroyed. The heat is intense and the efforts 
of the firemen are now chiefly directed to 
preventing the fire from Orman toning to 
adjacent buildings. Herr Tegge, chief of 
the fire brigade, is missing and it is thought 
that he has perished inthe fire. Several fire- 
men have received dangerous injuries by 
being struck by falling debris. 


CHEMICAL WORKS BURNING. 
BERLIN, April 2.—The great chemical works 
at Hochspeyer in Rhenish Bavaria have been 
burning since last night and itis feared that 


the extensive buildings and all their valuable 
contents will be a total loss. The rallway is 
situated close to the works and the heat from 
the burning chemicals is so intense that it 
has been found necessary to divert the trains 
from the main line and run them past the 
scene of the conflagration on a loopline.

CHIcaGo, April 2.—The boodle investiga- 
tion, which has caused such a stiramong 
Chicago politicians, ended to-day.

PLUNGED TO DEATH. 


Dreadful Fate of a Mother and Her 
Five Children. 


SURROUNDED BY FIRE, THEY LEAP 
FROM A FOURTH STORY, 


Ineffectual Efforts to Save the Helpless 
Victims—Corrected Fatality List of the 
Golden Rule Disaster— Death From 
Dynamite — Fatal Train Wreck — The 
Casualty Record. | 


BERLIN, April 2.—A dwelling house in Posen 
caught fire during the night just past, and 
before all the occupants could get out the 
staircases were burned away. On the fourth 
story of the burning house were a woman and 
five children. The only way for them to at- 
tempt to escape the awful death that threat- 
ened them was to jump from the windows, 
The crowd on the street procured a blanket 
which was spread open and held in position 
by a number of men. The woman and 
children were then told to jump. They 
didso. The woman jumped first, She struck 
the blanket with such force that it was torn 
from the grasp of the menand she dashed to 
the stony pavement. She was instantly 
killed. One ofthechildren jumped and met 
the same fate, it seeniing to be impossible for 
the men to hold the blanket firmly enough to 
break the fall. The other four children also 
jumped, but eachof them received injuries 
that will prove fatal.

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THE RYAN PRIMARY LAW. 


Politicians Leoking Into the Provisions 
of the New Statute. 


The Ryan primary election law is recelying 
& liberal share of attention at present from 
the politicians of both parties. This is the 
act adopted atthe regular session of the As- 
sembly a yearagoas a substitute for the old 
primary election law, which had been tried 
and found wanting ina great many respects. 
The new primary law was passed chiefly 
through the efforts of Representative Dennis 
Ryan of this city, who argued be- 
fore the ‘House and Senate Committees 


that such an act would go a long way in 
purifying primary elections in this city. The 

ill was passed and approved by the Gov- 
ernor nearly a — ago. 

While the opinion generally prevails that 
the provisions of the act are mands sasy on 
the Central Committees of this city, the claim 
is made by a few who have given the matter 
special thought and attention, that neither 
the Democratic nor Kepublican committees 
are bound to hold primaries under its pro- 
visions unless they feel so disposed. Among 
the number who take this view is ex-Secre- 
tary of State M. HK. McGrath, Sspeakin 
on this subject to-day he said that he coul 
not see wherein the legislature had any right 
to dictate how the delegates to os | political 
convention should be selected. nder the 
old law, it will be remembered, it was not 
obligatory to hold the primaries according to 
its provisions, and the committees did not 
always consider it in calling the conventions. 
In the case of the present act, 
however, the intentfon of the author, 
and it might also be said the 
entire assembly, is to make it mandatory. 
One of the strongest arguments used for its 
passage was the history of the Eighth Dis- 
trict Demo¢ratic campaign up to the time 
Congressman O'Neill was ueclared the regu- 
lar nominee. At the first primary in that 
district tn 1890 the committeemen demanded 
assessments in two of the wards of over $1,000 
and refused O'Neill representation because 
he ignored the demands. 

AS matters stand now there seems to be no 
disposition on the partof the Republicans to 
test the law or fight its terms, When the 
matter was first broached it was regarded as 
a queer proceeding indeed to let a Democratic 
Recorder of Voters appoint judges for a Ke- 
publican primary, print the tickets and re- 
celve the returns, but no special objection 
was made, 

Now that the law is soon to be put into ex- 
ecution some reference to its provisions will 
not be out of place. The first and second 
sections are as follows: 

Sec. ]. All primary elections hereafter heid b 
any political party having polled at least one-fourt 
of the total vote cast at the next preceding mgeveral 
election, forthe purpese of nominating candidates 
for public offices, or for the election of delegates to 
& party convention heid for the purpose of pominat- 
lng Candidates for public offices in cities of 300,000 
inhabitants or over, shail be held under and subject 
to the following previsions: 

Sec. 2. The Recorder of Voters in such cities,upon 
notidcation of the managing or controlling commit- 
tee of such political party before mentioned, shall 
Cause a notice to be printed in the English language 
at least one week prior to the holding of such 
election, which notice shall state time and place of 
hulding same and the offices for which nomination 
are tobe made; provided, however, that the RKe- 
corder of Voters shall, within five days..in the event 
of the failure or neglect of said managing committee 
to give such notice at jeast thirty days before the 
regular election, cause to be advertised as above a 
notice ofa primary election to be held for such po- 
litical party. 

It provides further for two polling places in 
each ward selected by the Kecorder of Votes, 
that the tickets be printed and delivered to 
that official and that he provide official 
copies of the registration for the judges and 
clerks which he will appoint. 

Sec, 8 states that any number of qualined 
voters of a ward, notless than twenty in 
number, may, by petition and by deposit- 
ing with the Recorder of Voters 
the sum of $50, have laced 
upon the official ticketa delegation selected 
by them, It also gives any citizen the right 
to become a candidate before a primary b 
depusiting with the Recorder $10 for each 
and every wardin which he may becomea 
candidate. The money thus collected to pay 
for the ballots, polling places, judwes and 
other expenses. Any balance left over !s to 
go into the School Board Treasury. 

Other sections of the law prescribe the 
duties ofthe judgesand clerks, fix the.time 
for openingiand ciosing the polls and require 
the Recorder of Voters to receive the returns 
and issue the certificates tothe running can- 
didates and delegates,

MONEY, PRODUCE AND POLITI¢s. 


The Eastern monometallists are keeping 
each other in blissful ignorance of the sit- 
uation and sentiments of the great agri- 
cultural interests when they assume that 
the question of bi-metallic free coinage 
was forever eliminated from politics by the 
postponement of the Bland bill till after the 
election. : 

Moat of the men, Republi¢ans and Dem- 
ocrats, who opposed that bill, profess to 
be earfest advocates of bi+metallic free 
coinage. President HARRISON and ex- 
President CLEVELAND both think them- 
selves better friends of bi-metallic free 
coinage than Mr. BLAND. They differ 
only as to the safest, smoothest and surest 
way of reaching the desiredend. A way 
satisfactory to a majority of the doc- 
tranaires may never be found, but tne 
strain of the ever appreciating gold stand- 
ard upon the industrial situation will not 
be borne much longer without forcing 
Congress to take decisive action. 

Cotton is now ata price below the cost 
of production—40 per cent below the aver- 
age price of the last twelve years. The 
‘‘dollar’’ wheat, which was the dream of 
our farmers a few months ago when it be- 
came known that Europe lacked some 
900,000,000 bushels of its normal wheat re- 
quirements, has never materialized. The 
largest export demand and the largest 
shipments our export trade ever knew, 
have not prevented ‘‘May wheat’’ from 
going down to 80 cents where it was worth 
$1.04a year ago, and the fall in other 
cereals and produce has been equally 
marked. 

This slump in the price of products is 
closely identified in the agricultural mind 
with the corresponding slump in the price 
of silver or rather, as some put it, with the 
rise in the value of gold, and unless the sit- 
uation is changed from a continually de- 
creasing gold production toa largely in- 
creasing output of that metal, unrequited 
toiland inevitable ruin will make tillers 
of the soil a unit against adhering to our 
present monetary standard. 

They trace their woes to the demonetiza- 
tion of silver by acts excluding it from 
free coinage, and are utterly disgusted 
with the results of our recent silver legis- 
lation, which have proved that it was both 
ineffectual and fraudulent. Under the 
silver purchase act silver has fallen to 86 
cents per ounce, and the Government 
would lose $13,000,000 if it should sell at 
the present market price the silver bullion 
it has bought for storage at an average 
price of $1 per ounce. 
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TARIFF-BRED TRUSTS. 


Itis given out that CLAUS SPRECKELS 
has sold his Philadelphia plant to the 
Sugar Trust for $7,000,000in Trust certifi- 
cates, and will retain, by agreement, his 
Pacific Coast monopoly of the sugar busi- 
ness. Ifthe protection which the Trust 
gets from the tariff enables it toearn divi- 
dends on its present enormous capitaliza- 
tion, Mr. SPRECKELS willreturn to San 
Francisco four or five millions richer than 
he was when he established that Phila- 
delphia plant asa means of blackmailing 
the Trust. 

But already another sugar refining com- 
pany with a capital of $8,000,000 has been 
organized in Philadelphia to fight and 
bleed the Trust as he did. The monopoly 
has paid extravagant sums to suppress 
such competition and may have to keep on 
doing so till the margin of protection af- 
forded American sugar refiners will not 
permit it to earn dividends on its drop- 
sical capitalization, and the certificates 
may become comparatively valueless be- 
fore Mr. Spreckets finds a buyer for 
them. 

A considerable reduction of the tariff on 
refined sugar may within a year throw 
this Trust into bankruptcy, and Congress 
could not do a better deed.

IT was not to make coal cheaper to-con- 
sumers that the Reading coal combination 
spent enormous corruption funds in pro- 
curing the enactment of a New Jersey stat- 
ute to legalize an unlawful consolidation. 
There never was a monopoly combination 
that failed to put prices up as high as the 
tariff would bear. Before the combination 
of the five electric light companies in Chi- 
cago was effected one of thetn furnished 
the necessary plant and agreed to supply 
the World’s Fair 200 lights at $11 per lamp. 
Later, when more lights were required,the 
agents of the five companies met and 
agreed that the price should not be lower 
than €20 per lamp. After the consolidation 
$38.50 per lamp was insisted on, and one 
agent who isalso a World’s Fair Director 
defied the Fair Association to . procure 
lights any cheaper. The Fair managers 
are now inviting bids from electric light 
companies in Europe.

Now that the free-coinage measure is dis- 
posed of the Democratic majority should set- 
tle down to business.

When President Wal- 
bridge first went into the Council he took 
City Treasurer M. J. Foerstel to be his ad- 
viser, both of them understanding that he 
was a candidate for the Mayoralty, and that 
they might have to enter a combination to- 
gether next spring. Treastirer Foersteél 
steered the new President smoothly along 
for a while, till just at the most critical 
time of the combine the President got 
nervous and made arrangements to go South 
for a while. This plan of dodging respon- 
sibility he has adopted since with marked 
effect upon his political prospects. He went 
to Treasurer Foerstel and explained to him 
this plan, which he seemed to think a marvel 
of political sagacity. Theold politician was 
aghast. 

‘*Good Heavens, Walbridge!’’ he exclaimed. 
**‘Are you crazy? You can’t afford to leave 
town now. You’ve gut to stay in the fight 
and see it through,’’ 

President Walbridge took his advice, reluc- 
tantly. Treasurer Foerstel began, after 
that, to be pretty cautious in confiding in the 
President and withdraw himself further from 
him. He let the President understand pretty 
distinctly, however, thathe didn’t approve 
of his combining with the Mayor’s party in 
the Council, and the confirmations last night 
have cut all the ties that bound them. 

COUNCILMAN COLB’S MISTAKE. 

In some quarters the President is charged 
with a breach of faith by his votes. Last 
night, itis said, just before the nominations 
were reported, Councilman John A. Sloan 
stepped over to the desk of Councilman Nel- 
son Cole. 

**Guibor is going to be confirmed,’’ said he, 
‘*I made you a promise to stand by Schaffer, 
butif Walbridge is going to vote for Guibor 
it’s no use andimight as well go for him 


**No, sir,’’ Councilman Cole replied. ‘'I 
hold youto that promise. Walbridge won’t 
dare to vote for Guiborand go back on the 
promises he made to me,’’ 

‘*All right,’’ said Councilman Sloan, re- 
signed. ‘‘We’ll makehim show jis hand.’’ 

Counciiman Sloan voted for Schaffer and 
President Walbridge had to go on record. 
He, Vice-Presideat Horton and Councilman 
E. F. W. Meier had arranged their course of 
action early in the day. President Wal- 
bridge and Vice-President Horton had, 
in fact, spent two hours together talk- 
ing over the situation in the 
early morning. The genuine friends of Supt. 
Schaffer in the Council say that Capt. 
Guibor would have had the vote of Vice- 
President Horton as wWellas that of Council- 
man Meier #tte had fgeded them, but they 
didn’t want*to vote that way wniess it was 
necessary. 

rHE VOTES WERE PROMISED. 

The way in which Dr. Brennan was con- 
firmed goes to show that there is ground for 
this belief. .Councilman Flesh long ago de- 
cided to vote against the nomination of Dr. 
Brennan, but he gave Capt. Guibor his prom- 
ise to voteforhim. His vote for Guibor made 
it necessary for only One of the three Repub- 
lican associates to reyoke his former vote 
against the nominee and Walbridge gave that 
necessary Vote. Another had to be added to 
Walbridge’s to carry Brennan through and 
Horton furnished it. 

The Mayor’s party openly claimed this 
week that they had forced President Wal- 
bridge and Vice-President Horton to promise 
them Guibor and Brennan. ( ouncilmen 
Oharies James and William Oullinane are 
both quoted as declaring early in the week 
that they would havethe vote of the Presi- 
dent at the Friday night session.

| His StepaFather and Brother Arrive in

HE EXPLAINS THE REASON FOR HIS

The doctor told him he di 
not think it would help him any to have the 
money and refused, 

About noon the stepfather, Charles Bein- 
ong and Tessen’s brother Johnarrived. They 
hew only the scant facts concerning Tessen’s 

recent conduct and listened anxiously to the 
doctor’s account. Mr. Blenfong said that 
Tessen’s mother was almost crazy from 
troubie and anxiety over the affair but that 
the news that he had achance of recovering 
would be arelief to her. The stepfather and 
the brother knew nothing of his doings for 
some time previous to his attempt at suicide 
but both said that when he left home 
he had pienty of es, 80 
$1,400 or more. His brother 

said that Frank had worked on 
farm at Whitewater when he was there and 
had hever been in any other business, It has 
not been decided what will be done as Tess- 
en’s condition is not certain enough to war- 
rant his removal for some time and his rebla- 
tives are not wealthy. 

Tessen recognized his step-father and his 
brother immediately and they were left to- 
gether for an hour or more with 4 screen 
aroundthem to shut them off from the pa- 
tients in the ward. 


A Colored Woman Assaulted.

PITCHER DWYER AND OUTFIELDER GEN- 
INS PRONOUNCED GREAT MEN. 


The Former Was Milwaukee’s Best Twirler 
and the Latter Is Unequaled in His Po- 
sition—The Cream City as a Base Ball 
Town-—Turf and General Sporting

Manager C. H. Cushmanof the Milwaukee 
Western Association Club, who has been 
here the past week with his team, 
lavishin his praise of two of the St. Louis 
players, Outflelder Frank Genins, a native of 
St. Louls, who he claims is the greatest 
manin his position in the country, and 
Pitcher Frank Dwyer.

H. L. Rath will preside and William Ander- 
son will act as secretary. The speakers will 
be Henry Taubeneck, one of the famous 
**three’’ who held out in the Illinois Legis- 
lature for Streetor, W.S. Morgan and Chas. 
Aldridge. 

A special appeal fromthe United Brother- 
hood of Tanners and Curriers’ Unions of 
Milwaukee, Wis., is being circulated among 
the labor unions of this city. About Feb.la 
cut of from 10 to 20 per cent was made in the 
wages of the buffers and _ whiteners 
of Milwaukee, and 900 of them went 
out ona strike, They are still out, and as 
the strike was not anticipated the treasury 
has become exhausted and the men are in 
need of assistance.

THEY MAY PARADE, 


River Strikers Talking of a Big Street 


Demonstration. 


IT I8 INTENDED TO PREVENT A STAM- 
PEDE BACK TO WORK. 


Meeting Held for the Discussion of Plans 
—Renegade Union Men at Work To- 
Day—A General Weakening {Expected 
on Monday-Threatse of Trouble To 
Night. 


Desertion from the ranks of the river strik- 
ers began this morning, was followed at noon 
by a more pronounced defection, and the 
outlook now is that on Monday there will be 
a general stampede of strikers going back to 
work, which will mean the final break up of 
the great ‘‘rousters’ strike.’’ 

To offset this sudden weakening in their 
organization, the managers of the four labor 
orders concerned are trying to. ar- 
range a grand street demonstration for 
to-morrow which is intended to have the 
effect of reviving enthusiasth and re-solidify- 
ing the new-born unions, now in danger of 
losing their first fight at the outset. Ata 
meeting held at ‘‘Joe’’ Heyward’s, 9 Wash- 
ington avenue, this morning, before the gen- 
eral meeting at Union Hall, Eleventh and 
Christy avenue, the ‘‘strikers’ parade’’ 
movement was started, and it is likely that 
its details will be perfected to-night. Itis 
proposed to engage bands of music, to drum 


| every member of the Roustabouts and ’Long- 


shoremen’s Unions into line, together with 
such ofthe Marine Firemen and Engineers 
as will take part, and then, forming 
the ‘‘strike parade’’ onthe Levee to march 
through the principal streets of the city. It 
is thought that the excitement created by this 
demonstration will prevent the stampede 
back to work, which, it is feared, will now 
take place Monday morning. 
UNLOADED BY UNION RENEGADES. 

The City of Sheffield, the City of;Providence, 
the White Eagle and the Cherokee were un- 
loaded to-day without any disturbance, even 
despite the fact that among the men going to 
work on those boatg there were fully 
twenty union *frousters’’ and  ilong- 
shoremen, who thus violated their union 
pledges. The first defection took place in the 
enlistment of men forthe unloading of the 
City of Sheffield, Contractor Fields, colorea, 
of the Tennessee River Packet Line, showed 
up this morning for work on that boat witha 
crew, among which were eight union ne- 
groes. In addition to that squad, Fields also 
had promises from other strikersto join the 
workers on the City of SheMeld at noon, im- 
mediately afterthe meetingat Union Hall. 
This, and the subsequent developments, 
would indicate that there was ‘‘secession 
talk’’ indulgedin atthe Union Hall confer- 
ence, for promptly at noon Fields went to the 
hall and returned with fifteen renegade union 
ae who went to work unloading the Shef- 

e > 

Above the bridge also union and non-union 
men were at work this morning loading the 
John L. Ferguson, which goes out this after- 
noon, A police detail from the Third Dis- 
trict guarded the Ferguson, but everything 
was so guiet that when Capt. Peter Joyce 
came down from the Third District to make a 
reconnoissance, he reduced the detail to 
three men, ordering the other officers back to 
their regular beats. 

A FALSE ALARM. 

Only at one moment during the day was 
there the slightest indication of threat. 
ened trouble. colored striker 
who had been watching the work at the Fer- 
guson,was ‘‘sounded’’ Dy a non-union negro, 
to whom he stated that a body of strikers was 
to assemble at Belcher’s spring, a few blocks 
away, and move on the Ferguson for the pur- 
pose of fighting the renegade union men away 
from the work wn that boat. Immediately 
after the receint of this intelligence, it was 
noticed that quite a steady stream of negroes, 
in squads of twos and, threes, were 
going past the Ferguson, bound north- 
ward. Taking two officers with 
him, Sergt. vawson followed these groups, 
dispersing such is he encountered and warn- 
ing them not to return past the Ferguson. 
Arrived at the Belcher Spring, notrace ofa 
gathering of strikers could be found, and 
leaving the two officers on duty there Sergt. 
Dawson returned to the boat. 

ALL QUIET BELOW THE BRIDGE. 

Below the ®ridge Pegtns was quiet 
along the Mississipp® The White Eagle of 
the Alton and Grafton line, which arrived at 
midnight, secured sufficient men this morn- 
ing tounload her cargo at the elevator, and 
then at 10 o’clock moved down to the 
Alton and Grafton owharfboat, where 
she now Iiies. The Spread Eagle 
at 10:30 went across the river to completejher 
cargo, and will leave this afternoon for her 
regular trip. Three Anchor Line steamers 
are expected in this afternoon and will 
doubtless be unloaded without trouble. No 
effort will be made tosend outany of the 
Anchor Line packets wntil the strike is defi- 
nitely settled. 

During the unloading of the City of Sheffield 
John Todd, one of the *‘scab’’ negroes, made 
a misstep and fellfrom the gang-plank into 
the river. Unlike most ‘‘rousters,’’ Todd 
knew how to swimand struck out vigorously 
for the shore. He reached it amidst 
the shouts and laughs of acrowd of specta- 
tors, and then for half an hour gave counten- 
ance to the strike by retiring from work un- 
tilhe dried out in the suu bebinda pile of 
freight. 

Threats are openly made on the Levee that 
to-night, after the ‘‘scabs’’ and renegade 
union men are paid off, they will be as- 
saulted and ‘-done up’’ by strikers. The po- 
lice are more apprehensive of a Saturday 
night riot than they have been ofany threat- 
ened trouble since the strike began, anda 
large extra police detail will be on 
duty on the Levee _ after nightfall. 
Itit thought that the strikers may depend 
upon the effect of thus intimidating men 
who are willing to work and then follow that 
action up witha ate Sunday demonstration 
which will force all weakening rousters an 
longshoremen back tnto the union ranks, Or- 
ficers of the various packet lines expect that 


the strike will end Monday.

MONEY FOR STREET CLEANING. 


Delegate O’Brien Will Fight for a Larger 
Appropriation. 

Delegate O’Brien of the Fourteenth Ward 
and Street Commissioner Murphy were in 
close consultation this morning to devise 
ways and means for preventinga repetition 
of labor demonstrations such as yesterday’s. 


Both, the Street Commissioner and the 
Member of the House of Delegates knew and 
have known fora long time that the city 
never has enough money or work for the 
laborers on the streets, especially the street 
cleaners. Even in tne busiest times laborers 
get about half a month’s work each month 
which is equivalent to working for 75 cents 
instead of $1.50 a day. 

Mr. O’Brien said this morning: ‘‘Our city 
has an immense number of good streets 
which are in a dirty condition half the time. 
One of the boasts of St. Loulsis that she has 
more miles of good streetsthan any city of 
equal population. It is also an established 
fact that St. Louls coversa very large terr!i- 
tory in proportion to its population. These 
points are brought out very strongly at 
times when it is required to show what a fine 
city St. Loulsistolivein. Yet when it comes 
to appropriating money for Keeping 
these streets clean the whole 
basis of argument is changed and it is said 
that we get as much money as any other city 
of equal population. Now this 1s not right. 
The only basis on which to appropriate 
money for street cleaning is on the number of 
miles ot improved streets. If we have 300 
miles of streets to take care of we need a pro- 
portionate amount of money, whether the 
ger be 500,000 ortwice that number. 

shall try, as I have tried before, to 
get more money for streetcleaning. It serves 
three purposes; first, it saves the streets; 
second, it Keeps the labor of thecity em- 
ployed, and lastly, contributes greatly to 
the comfort and health of the people. Il, for 
one, do not believe in a niggardly policy 
where street Keeping is concerned.’’ * 

Street Commissioner Murphy said to-day: 
**It is only a question of money withus. We 
would and could in fairness to all keep all the 
labor of the city employed if we hadthe 
money. We get less per mile than any city in 
the country and yet have a larger and more 
extensive street system. Money is the key to 
the whole situation in this case, as in many 
others.’’ 

Delegate O’Brien is gathering all the facts 
and figures he can get from the Street De- 
partment to back up his argument, and will 
make a strong effort to get a larger appro- 
priation,
